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VIII. An Account of the Death of the Reverend 
Dr. Greene, late ReBor of St. George the 
Martyr in Queen's Square London, and 
one of the Prebendaries of Worcefter, 
where he died of an Hart received^ as he 
was riding out in the Neighbourhood of 
that City> contain d in a Letter from Tho, 
Cameron M, D. to the Reverend Charles 
Lyttelton LL. D. and F.R. S. 

SIR, 

WDec.io,/\N Tuefday the 20th of Ottober* 
x i\ 7- \^J about Noon, Dr. Greene's Horfe # 
ftrong, nimble, and vicious, darted under him, at 
the waving of a Plowman's Whip, and with a quick 
and violent jerk, turned quite ftiort, firft to the 
left, and then inftantly, and with the fame Impe- 
tuosity, to the right. After galloping a few Paces, 
the Doftor fell gently off into a Hedge, without 
receiving any Hurt from the Fall. A Chariot was 
borrowed, into which he was lifted and brought 
home 5 for after this he could never ftand. 

At four that Evening 1 firft faw him, juft after he 
had been blooded. He was very faint, cold all 
over, and his Pulfe fcarce perceptible, tho* naturally 
very ftrong 5 the Scrotum fo much fwell'd, that the 
5Penis was quite abforbed and ioft in it, and its 
Colour a very deep Red. I ordered him a Glafs of 
Wine with a Bit of Bread, for he had cat nothing 
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all that Day. This revived him ; and railed his 
Pulfe a little. 

He then told me, in Anfwer to the Queftions I 
put, that the Tcfticles were not hurt; that the 
twitting of the Horfe gave him at that Inftant the 
intolerable Scnfe of being fplit afundcr. I anfwcr'd, 
that a violent and fudden Stroke, from the Pummel 
of the Saddle, upon the Os Vubis> might probably 
give him that Senfation : He replied, that it did not 
feel like a Stroke, and ft ill perfiftcd in his firft Ex- 
predion of being fplit afunder. 

A warm Fomentation was ordcr'd to be con- 
ftantly applied, and an Ounce and half of Glaubers 
Salt, quickened with two Grains of Emetic Tartar, 
to be given in a Quart of Gruel. 

At Eleven that Night an emollient Glyfter was 
given, the Salts having as yet done nothing. Before 
Morning he had fix large loofe Stools ; but it gave 
him exquifite Pain to be lifted upon the Bed-pan. 

Next Morning, Wednefday, the Swelling was 
increafed, and the Colour deeper. I prefcribed an 
Ele&uary of Bark and Salt of Amber, to prevent, 
if poffiblc, the approaching Mortification. 

The ftale Beer Poultice was applied 5 and that 
Evening, a Fever coming on, ten Ounces of Blood 
were taken from his Arm. 

Next Morning, Jhurfday, the Salts were repeated 
without the Emetic Tartar, and he had four Stools. 

All this while he had made no Water, except 
about a Spoonful juft after he was put into the 
Chariot. The lower Part of the Belly, where a 
diftended Bladder would certainly point, was not 
fwelPd, tho' the Parts upon the Os Tubis were very 
much lb. The Scrotum increafed in Bulk and bad 
Colour every Hours and the Infide of the right 
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Thigh grew vciy tumid, with great Pain, and a very 
perceptible Fluctuation in it. 

Thefc Gbfervations convinced me that the Urine 
had found a Way into the Parts laft-mention'd i tho' 
indeed 1 could not account for it, but by fuppofmg 
that the Urethra had been bruifed, even to Lacera- 
tion, between the Pummel of the Saddle and the 

Os Tufas, 

The Surgeon, Mr. Ruffe I y foon came into my 
Opinion about the Urine, but imagined the Blad- 
der muft be burft. This I could not comprehend, 
nor could he explain 5 for the Bladder lies out of 
the Reach of all external Injury from the Gauds hi- 
therto aflmned in this Cafe. We agreed however 
about Three in the Afternoon, Thurfday, to make 
a Pundure into the Scrotum 3 from whence Urine, 
manifeft to the Smell, iffued pretty freely all Night. 

Next Morning, Friday, a larger Opening v/as 
made in the right Thigh with the fame Effect. The 
Parts fubfided confiderably 5 but the Pulfc rifing, 
'Qecotfum nttrofum was given with the Bark. 

This Evening the Hiccup came on, and the Scro- 
tum looked livid. 

Next Day, Saturday, the common Emulfion, with 
a little Nitre, and the Extraft of Bark with Musk 
were ordcrU But the Hiccup increafed, watry 
Bliftcrs appeared on the Scrotum, the Voice faulter'd, 
the Head failed, and the Pulfc funk. He grew 
worfe and worfe, till he quietly expired on Sunday 
Morning at Eleven o' Clock. 

Upon Diffc&ion, we found the Scrotum md Cor- 
pora cavernofa Tenis mortified 5 the QJfa 'Pubis 
wrenched afunder to the Diftance of four Inches, 
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and a Rent hi the Bladder, half an Inch in Length, 
a little above the Neck, and exa&ly in the middle 
where the OJfa Tubis join. This was a very afto- 
nifhing Sight, and gave me quite a new Idea of the 
Cafe j which if any Phyfician could have difcover'd 
without Infpedtion, I fhall readily allow him more 
Penetration than I pretend to. We may now how- 
ever, reafon about it, with a little more Certainty 
than before; and it fcems to me, that the Body of 
the Horfe in twifting, a&ed with the Power of a 
Lever, to which the Suddennefs of the Jerk, added 
in fome meafure the Force of Percuillon. But all this 
leaves us ftill in Wonder at the EffcCt: For Dr. 
Greene was a very ftrong large- boned Man, fixty- 
four Years of Age, and the uniting Surface of the 
OJfa Tubis was confiderably broader in him, than 
cither the Surgeon, or I had ever feen in any Sub- 
ject . I fear I have tired you; but am, 
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fVorceJlety Dec. 2.
